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Muzzling 
order for 
prohibited 
pitbull pet 

A DOG owner has been ord¬ 
ered by a court to make sure 
his pet is on a lead and muz¬ 
zled when it is out in public. 

A district judge imposed a 
range of requirements 
which must be enforced if 
the animal is to avoid being 
put down after it was found 
to be a breed prohibited un¬ 
der the Dangerous Dogs Act. 

Walsall Magistrates court 
was told that police discov¬ 
ered the animal at the 
Beechdale home of Dean 
Wilkes after the 28-year-old 
had been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of other offences. 

Serving prisoner Wilkes, 
of Priestly Road, Walsall, 
pleaded guilty to being in 
possession of the dog, a 
Pitbull breed prohibited 
under the act, on Monday. 

Defending Wilkes, Mrs 
Sheila Hicklin told the court 
her client had bought the 
dog as a puppy around four 
years ago and it had been 
raised as a family dog. 

Wilkes was ordered to 
comply with a contingency 
destruction order, the 
requirements of which must 
be completed within two 
months to prevent the 
destruction of the dog. 

The order states that the 
dog must be neutered, tat¬ 
tooed, micro-chipped and be 
covered under third party 
insurance. It must also be 
put on the Register of 
Exempt Dogs and, when out 
in public must wear a lead, a 
muzzle and be walked by a 
person over 16.

Laptop theft 
sparks £500 
reward offer 

A BUSINESSMAN has put up a £500 
reward after his laptop containing poten¬ 
tially valuable product designs and patent 
information for his company was stolen 
during new year celebrations. 

Ran Sohal, who runs a lighting company, 
says his computer was taken from a restau¬ 
rant while he celebrated New Year’s Eve. 

The 15-inch Sony Vaio laptop contained 
information about unlaunched products 
that have yet to be patented, as well as a 
client database from his LED lighting 
company Magiled UK Ltd. 

Mr Sohal, aged 60, said the theft hap¬ 
pened while he was dining at the Shimla 
Peppers restaurant on Ablewell Street in 
Walsall. He said it appeared the thief had 
forced open a wooden door to gain access to 
his firm, which is based in the same building 
as the restaurant. 

He said: “They have not taken anything 
else except my laptop. The sensitive infor¬ 
mation is not only to do with our clients; it 
includes patent information. It includes 
information with regards to our products.” 

The company sells LED lights and infra¬ 
red panel heaters throughout Europe. 

Mr Sohal is offering the reward to anyone 
with information leading to the arrest of the 
offender and is urging people to contact him 
or police.

Workmate 
shock for 
motorist 
in smash 

A DRIVER from Walsall 
involved in a horrific crash 
in which a workmate of his 
was killed has been given a 
suspended jail term for care¬ 
less driving. 

Sharaf Ebrahimi was in 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Friday reliving the 
horrific moment when he 
was behind the wheel and 
hit another car forcing it 
into the path of a lorry with 
fatal consequences. 

He had started to pull out 
onto a main road and his VW 
Bora went about three feet 
over the white line where it 
was struck by a passing 
Vectra driven by father of 
three Colin Stevenson - who 
worked at parcel company 
APC in Norton Canes near 
Cannock, along with 
Ebrahimi. 

Mr Stevenson, aged 27, 
was not wearing a seat belt. 
He suffered brain injuries 
from which he died seven 
days later after it had been 
decided to switch off the life 
support machine, the court 
was told. 

Afghan-born Ebrahimi, 
aged 37, from Darlaston 
Road, Pleck, Walsall, who 
had a previous conviction for 
driving without due care and 
attention, admitted causing 
the death of Mr Stevenson 
by careless driving. He was 
given a six-month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended under 
supervision for two years 
with a four month night 
time curfew and 200 hours 
unpaid work. He also got a 
seven-year driving ban. 

Yodel has it 
wrapped up 

A PARCEL delivery firm 
with a major base in Walsall 
processed more than 14 
million parcels in the run up 
to Christmas - the best peak 
performance to date. 

Yodel, which took on an 
extra 320 temporary staff to 
deal with the rush at its 
sorting centre on the border 
of Willenhall and Darlaston, 
dealt with more than 
800,000 parcels on its 
busiest day. 

The firm also delivered 
more than 52,000 bouquets 
nationwide on December 23 
and Christmas Eve. 
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Extra 1,300 more emergency patients 


HUNDREDS of extra emergency 
patients were treated at a hospital in 
just over six months, figures have 
revealed. Some 1,300 more people 
than expected by health chiefs were 
seen at Walsall Manor Hospital, 
where bosses are planning a £14 
million upgrade. 

Between April and October last 
year, there were 16,062 emergency 
admissions, against a planned target 
of around 14,723. Admissions for the 


year are now expected to exceed the 
annual expectation of 25,098, and 
comes as the hospital is facing more 
demand for services from patients in 
Staffordshire. Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust has been struggling to 
reach the 95 per cent standard for 
people going through the A&E 
department, due to rising numbers. 

It has also been forced to use a 
record number of temporary 
workers with the bill hitting more 


than £2 million a month earlier in 
the year. 

In a report to the trust, chief exec¬ 
utive Richard Kirby said: “The trust 
remains under significant opera¬ 
tional pressure as a result of levels of 
emergency admissions to the hospi¬ 
tal. We continue to experience high 
levels of emergency activity.” 

Bosses at Walsall Manor have said 
the £14m investment is necessary if 
it is to deal with demands from the 


Staffordshire area. Final recom¬ 
mendations for the downgrading of 
Stafford Hospital were revealed last 
month and will see extra patients go 
to neighbouring areas such as Stoke, 
Wolverhampton and Walsall. 

The health trust in Walsall says it 
needs the extra funding to create 
two new medical wards, extend 
maternity services and contribute 
towards a revamp of the A&E and 
ITU.

The £21 million building 
in Gallery Square, Walsall, 
was opened by the Queen in 
2000. It last year narrowly 
missed out in its bid to host 
the Turner Prize in 2015, 
having made the final short¬ 
list. A designated council 
working group was set up to 
look at the future of the 
landmark building and 
Sunday opening hours, 
which were previously 
scrapped, were restored. 

A £400,000 bid for Arts 
Council funding to carry out 
maintenance work and 
revamp the foyer is being 
put together. The council 
would then invest just over 
£100,000 over the next three 
years. This is towards 
upgrading the fire alarm 
systems, improving the 
foyer and installing better 
lighting in the building. 
Bosses say the refurbish¬ 
ment of the reception and 
shop will improve the cus¬ 
tomer experience.

Toni Baxendale works at Rosedene Dog 
Rescue in Radley Road, Rushall and said: 
“At the minute we have 35 dogs in our care 
that are looking for their forever homes and 
that is worrying enough, but we expect this 
number to rise significantly over the next 
couple of months as puppies turn into full 
grown dogs. 

“A dog is for life - not just for Christmas. 
I know it’s an old saying but it couldn’t be 


more true. So many people buy dogs before 
reading up on the breed. 

“It makes me really angry because they 
end up dumping them or returning them 
and the dogs don’t know what is going on.”

The British Oak in Walsall 
has been standing empty after 
being put on the market more 
than two-and-a-half years ago. 

Moves to revamp the building 
into a three-storey apartment 
block and build four apartments 
next door were put forward last 


year. But they were rejected by 
Walsall Council planners who 
raised concerns over noise and 
disturbance from the site in 
John Street.

However, a new downsized 
proposal has been put together 
in a bid to revive the land. 

It includes an extension to 
create two apartments and a 
bedsit. 

Applicant Faisal Ahmed said: 
“The new national planning 


policy framework seeks a posi¬ 
tive approach to planning appli¬ 
cations particularly redundant 
brownfield sites in sustainable 
locations which applies in this 
case.” 

The British Oak was one of 
more than a dozen pubs in the 
West Midlands put up for sale in 
2011 by Birmingham-based 
Penn Street Taverns. 

It comes as another empty 
pub which sits on a main 
gateway into Walsall town 
centre is to be converted into 


homes after plans were given 
the go-ahead. 

The Hatherton Arms has 
been earmarked for conversion 
and an extension to create 
apartments and flats after 
receiving the backing of the 
council’s planning committee. 

However, it was agreed at the 
last meeting of the full council 
that Walsall Council asks for 
greater authority to reject appli¬ 
cations from developers for pubs 
across the borough. 


MARKET traders will move to a temporary 
location from this weekend to make way for a 
huge shopping centre development in 
Walsall. 

The multi-million pound transformation of the Old 
Square centre in the town centre is being led by the 
local authority and will begin later this month. 

Its redevelopment is 
expected to take 55 weeks to 
complete, with fashion giant 
Primark and the Mid-Coun¬ 
ties Co-op expected to set up 
shop in town by summer 
2015. Around 150 jobs will 
be created in the new 54,000 
sq ft development. 

Twenty-six stalls and 
three catering traders have 
been allocated new pitches 
ahead of the development 
commencing in Digbeth. 
Traders who expressed an 
interest in being in the Old 
Market Square will move on 
Sunday, with the remaining 
traders moving to the 
Bridge. 

A rent reduction of 25 per 
cent has been offered by the 
council to every trader 
located in the Market 
Square. Pedestrians will still 
be able to access all areas of 
the market and the sur¬ 
rounding retail units during 
the demolition and con¬ 
struction phases. 

“The redevelopment of 
the Old Square Shopping 
Centre is a massive piece of 
investment and a huge boost 
to the town,” said Councillor 
Adrian Andrew, Walsall 
Council’s deputy leader.

Nursery chiefs' talks due 


BOSSES at a nursery that closed 
its doors suddenly following a 
damning Ofsted inspection will 
meet with council chiefs in the 
coming days as they battle to re¬ 
open.

Principal 
officer Sue Lawrence said: “We 
aren’t going to give up so we are 
going to have a meeting and see 
what will happen next.” 

An Ofsted report revealed a 
visit was carried out by inspectors 
at the Pinfold Street nursery on 
September 6. This was after a pre¬ 
vious inspection in July, which 
found the provision offered was 
‘inadequate’.

A FRAUDSTER stole a man’s bank cards from 
a gym then called him pretending to be from 
the bank and booking him an ‘appointment’ to 
attend the police station, officers revealed. 

They have now released a CCTV image of a man 
they want to speak to in connection with the crime, 
which they described as ‘truly bizarre’. 

While a 41-year-old man 
was working out at a gym in 
Shady Lane, Great Barr, a 
member of staff told him 
that his wallet had been 
stolen and that his bank was 
on the telephone. 

The man, from Four Oaks 
in Birmingham, went to the 
reception and spoke to the 
caller, who claimed that he 
worked for Barclays. 

He was instructed by the 
caller to cancel all his other 
cards, and to attend Sutton 
police station just before 
3pm as officers had the 
offender in custody but were 
hunting his accomplice. 

It was only when the man 
went to the police station 
that he realised all was not 
as it seemed. When he called 
his banks it emerged that 
more than £6,000 had been 
stolen from six different 
accounts, withdrawn from 
banks and cashpoints in 
Wednesbury and Dudley. 

Investigating officer Pc

“This is a truly bizarre case 
where a crook has broken 
into a locker, stolen a wallet 
and then called the victim

Budget nearly finalised

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Mother in 
Christmas 
meat theft 

A MOTHER of three who 
tried to steal meat for her 
family’s Christmas dinner 
avoided being locked up over 
the festive period. 

Ashley Thomas, of 
Penkridge Street, Walsall, 
was taken into custody after 
being caught stealing frozen 
meat in Wednesbury. 

The 28-year-old was on an 
eight-month suspended sen¬ 
tence for burglary, imposed 
on December 5, when she 
was arrested, Sandwell Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. She 
admitted stealing frozen 
meat worth £63 from 
Iceland. In police interview, 
Thomas said she tried to 
steal the meat for her chil¬ 
drens’ Christmas meal so 
she could buy presents as 
well. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecut¬ 
ing, added that the condi¬ 
tions of her previous sent¬ 
ence, which was suspended 
for 24 months, were to att¬ 
end supervision appoint¬ 
ments, do a drug rehab¬ 
ilitation course and to ‘stay 
out of trouble’. He also said 
Thomas tested positive for 
drugs in custody but she dis¬ 
puted the results of the tests 
as she had been in hospital 
and said she had not taken 
any illegal drugs. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said the fact she 
had pleaded guilty and had 
three children, aged eight, 
six and two, was enough for 
him to grant her conditional 
bail. She will be sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on January 20.

Further expansion plans by hospice chiefs

in brief 


A CHILDREN’S hospice which is 
undergoing a £400,000 extension is to 
further expand, under new plans put 
forward by bosses. 

Acorns, which supports youngsters and 
their families, is looking to create extra facil¬ 
ities at its Walsall base. 

The hospice is now looking to build a 
single-storey extension which would accom¬ 
modate a wet room in Walstead Road. 

A formal application has been submitted 
to Walsall Council and a decision is soon 
expected to be made by councillors or plan¬ 
ning officers under delegated powers. 


It comes after a £400,000 project to 
increase facilities at the hospice started in 
October. The six month project includes the 
addition of a two storey extension to the 
existing building on Walstead Road. 

Storage 

The new building includes family accom¬ 
modation on the first floor with two bed¬ 
rooms, bathroom, living space anmd lift 
access. Families will have access to a ground 
floor therapy room for complementary ses¬ 
sions, counselling and group work. 

There will also be a dedicated, tempera¬ 


ture controlled storage room for specialist 
equipment, including beds, in addition to 
separate work to upgrade the central 
heating and hot water system and install 
air-conditioning. 

The new wet room application has been 
put forward through AT Architects Ltd. 

A supporting document states: “The pro¬ 
posals are for a single-storey extension adja¬ 
cent to the reception area at the front of the 
existing building. The extension will accom¬ 
modate a wet room. 

“The proposed extension is an appropri¬ 
ate solution to meet the applicant’s opera¬ 
tional requirements and is considered to be 


essential to meet the hospice’s continuing 
user demands. 

“The design is in keeping with the exist¬ 
ing building and the impact of the surround¬ 
ing environment will be negligible.” 

Ann Smallman, head of care services at 
Acorns, said: “It will allow families addi¬ 
tional privacy with the final care of their 
child at a difficult and very sensitive time, 
which we know is particularly importance in 
certain cultures.” 

Acorns has bases in Walsall, Selly Oak 
and Worcester. The first was in Birmingham 
and followed soon after by its hospice in the 
Black Country in 1999. 


Councillor back on the buses 
cause after success of route 


AN EARLY evening weekday bus service 
could be set up in part of Walsall by a cam¬ 
paigning councillor after the success of a 
route that he sponsored. 

Public transport campaigner and former mayor 
Councillor Richard Worrall pumped his town hall 
allowance into setting up the new 35a Sunday route. 


Petition is 
launched 
on ring and 
ride threat 

A REGULAR Ring and Ride 
user has launched a petition 
against transport budget 
cuts. 

Gillian Sedgewick has 
learning difficulties and has 
been using the Ring and 
Ride service to travel to and 
from her local day centre for 
more than five years. 

The 56-year-old, of Queen 
Street in Moxley, says vul¬ 
nerable people should not 
have to bear the brunt of the 
cuts and has collected 46 sig¬ 
natures opposing them since 
the start of December. 

Her 85-year-old mother 
and carer Gwendoline, said: 
“Gillian really relies on the 
service to get her to and from 
Moxley People’s Centre. She 
attends the centre three 
times a week and she also 
goes to college on a Wednes¬ 
day, as well as attending 
New Cross Hospital. 

“She relies on the service 
and if it was cut or if it only 
ran at certain times, she 
would be stuck in the house 
because catching two or 
three buses would just be too 
much for her. Gillian has 
been collecting signatures 
each time she gets on the bus 
and she has been speaking to 
people who will be affected. 


It means that passengers 
in parts of Rushall and 
Aldridge can travel into 
Walsall town centre. 

And a survey by West Mid¬ 
lands Passenger Transport 
Authority Centro has found 
the service has met the 
access standard require¬ 
ment of more than five per 
cent usage, meaning it will 
now be extended until 
October. 

Mr Worrall has now fin¬ 
ished sponsoring the 
service - and he is turning 
his attention to a weekday 
timetable. His stint ended 
on a high with with 198 pas¬ 
sengers on the six journeys 
between Walsall, Barns 
Lane, Rushall, and Aldridge, 
beating the previous record 
from the week before of 162. 

Councillor Worrall said: 
“Now that the pump-prim¬ 
ing exercise has resulted in 
Centro supporting the 
Sunday service, and improv¬ 
ing it, I am now examining 
the possibility of an early 
evening Monday to Saturday 
service, as this finishes 
before 6pm, when people say 
they need it to finish later so 
they can get back from work 
and the doctor’s. 

“I hope that this will be 
possible, but it does depend 
on affordability, so the prices 
bus operators come back 
with will determine whether 
I can afford to give it a try.” 

Centro spokesman Peter 
Cameron said: “We will also 
be looking at possible 
changes to the service so 
that we can maximise the 
benefits for as many people 
as possible .”

IT IS ONE of the largest bak¬ 
eries in the UK, employing 
4,500 staff - including 430 from 
its base in Wednesbury 

And no matter what type of bread 
you eat at home, you are bound to 
have heard of the Warburtons brand. 

The family-run business is as synony¬ 
mous with the shopping list as Cadbury 
chocolate and Tetley tea, and ever since 
its beginnings in 1876 it is still going 
strong. 

Thomas Warburton and his wife Ellen 
first opened their grocery shop in 1870, 
and during a slump in the grocery market 
in 1876, Ellen started baking bread. 

Her first batch of four loaves of bread 
and six cakes sold out in under an hour 
and within two weeks the tiny shop in 
Bolton was renamed ‘Warburtons the 
Bakers’ and continued to go from 
strength to strength. 

More than 130 years later the company 
is still in the hands of the family, run by 
fifth generation family members 
Jonathan, Ross and Brett Warburton. 

Integral 

And family values very much remain 
an integral part of the business, Brett 
Warburton said during a visit to the 
Wednesbury bakery. “I’m fifth genera¬ 
tion and it is still very much a family busi¬ 
ness. Not only in terms of its ownership, 
but also in terms of its ethos. We pride 
ourselves on being a family business. 
There are still three family members on 
the board - myself, Jonathan and Ross.” 

The Wednesbury base, in Moorcroft 
Drive, produces two million loaves a week 
and serves around 2,000 shops, 24 hours 
a day, 363 days a year. 

It closes only for Christmas Day and 
Easter. Brett said the brand is often 
quoted as being one of the top three in the 
country behind Coca Cola and Walkers, 
and it aims to treat staff as part of one big 
family. As such, it runs a scheme called 
community giving, investing in schemes 


as well as donating products to the local 
community. 

“We like to think we treat our people 
well and want our business to operate as 
a large family. We first set foot outside 
Lancashire in 1984 and we have grown 
that on quality of production and qua¬ 
lity of service. We are very lucky to have 
a lot of people who have worked for the 
business for a very long time,” Brett 
added. 

Nick Sutcliffe is the community cham¬ 
pion at Wednesbury and explained the 
company invests in a number of ways. 
Under financial giving, the company 


donates small amounts of money to pur¬ 
chase specific pieces of equipment. 

Last year more than £20,000 was 
donated in the West Midlands support¬ 
ing a range of activities, as well as hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds more to 
the charitable sector. In addition, 
around £27,000 of products were given 
to one-off events such as church events, 
breakfast clubs, and Ronald McDonald 
House in Birmingham for families of 
patients in hospitals and hospices. 

Meanwhile, the company also has an 
investment programme where it gets 
employees into the community. In one 


case it has teamed up with the RSA Aca¬ 
demy in Tipton and has this year been 
working with business students on the 
international baccalaureate. Brett 
added: “Where we used to just give 
someone a cheque and move on we like to 
get involved with the people that we work 
with.” 

People can apply for support from the 
firm’s financial giving scheme, which is 
aimed at supporting projects, activities 
and organisations that have charitable 
aims and will be of real direct benefit to 
local communities.

Parking 
boost on 
way with 
backing 

WORK on a new car park in 
front of shops which attrac¬ 
ted support from more than 
1,000 people could start in 
April, subject to agreed 
funding. Around £168,000 
would need to be spent to 
transform the grassed area 
in front of shops in Lucknow 
Road, in Willenhall, into 
spaces for up to 22 vehicles. 

A petition in favour of pro¬ 
viding a car park, containing 
around 1,200 signatures, 
has been handed in to Wal¬ 
sall Council. Now the 
authority is looking to allo¬ 
cate funding as part of its 
draft capital programme. 

A report as part of the 
budget states: “This scheme 
will provide a new off street 
car park with approximately 
22 parking spaces to support 
the operation and vitality of 
the businesses at the Luck¬ 
now Road local shopping 
centre.” 

Meanwhile, a move to 
create extra parking by con¬ 
verting a grass verge into 
space for cars has taken a 
step forward. The work on 
Tildesley Drive, Willenhall, 
will now be considered for a 
slice of £250,000 funding 
after a consultation with 
residents led to it being 
named as the preferred 
option for a revamp. 

Suggestions were put 
forward through the Willen¬ 
hall area partnership and 
residents in the area voted 
overwhelmingly for the road 
to receive the revamp over 
others in the area. 

Willenhall councillor Ian

goes forward to be consid¬ 
ered for a cash injection. 


Only here for the beer, as 
micro-pubs pull in punters 


NO TELEVISIONS, games machines or loud, 
blaring music, and hot food is certainly off the 
menu. Micro-pubs are a very different breed 
to the watering holes of most high streets. 

They pride themselves on offering locally brewed 
real ales and fruity ciders, all in the confines of a 


single room. 

And the concept of sipping 
pints and rubbing shoulders 
with the same old faces in 
the cosy setting of what feels 
like a front room is growing 
in popularity up and down 
the country. 

In the past four years, 
around 40 micro-pubs have 
flung open their doors to 
drinkers. Twenty-four have 
opened in the past 12 
months alone. 

First 

The first micro-pub to 
open in the West Midlands 
was Hail to the Ale, in 
Wolverhampton, run by a 
married couple who set up 
their own Morton Brewery 
six years ago based in Ess- 
ington, near Willenhall. 

In its first few months the 
pub has gone down a storm 
in the local area, according 
to owner Gary Morton, aged 
53, who runs it with wife 
Angela, 50. 

Mr Morton said: “Micro¬ 
pubs are a stripped down 
version of ordinary pubs. It 
has been going excellently 
since we opened. 

“We opened our doors 
quietly on a Thursday 
evening. Within half an 
hour, all the tables and 
chairs were taken. 

“The three weekends that 
followed, we were absolutely

packed. People in the area 
felt something like this was 
needed. 

“It’s comfortable and nos¬ 
talgic for people. It’s a com¬ 
pletely different concept. 

“I imagine there’ll be a 
couple of thousand more 
micro-pubs opening in the 
UK in the next few years.” 

Rather than chips 
straight out of the fryer 
served up in some pubs, Hail 
to the Ale dishes up tradi¬ 
tional pub nibbles such as 
pork scratchings, pickled 
onions, pickled eggs and 
pies. And there isn’t a cheap 
looking alcopop in sight, or 
any spirits. 

Mr Morton continued: 
“Ordinary pubs try to do too 
much. They try to cater for 
too many people and end up 
not appealing to anyone. 

“We came up with the idea 
to open a micro-pub in 
March. We’d seen a feature 
on micro-pubs on TV and 
thought it was perfect for us. 

“We have a good group of 
regulars. But we are also 
seeing new faces coming in. 
It seems as if there are still 
people just finding out about 
us. We appeal to middle-aged 
to elderly people. But we’ve 
still had to ask for ID from 
time-to-time from some 
younger drinkers.”

Growing 
firm will 
take over 
locks site 

THE SITE of an historic 
lock-making firm is being 
taken over by a growing 
manufacturing business 
which will double its work¬ 
force, it has emerged. 

The former Willenhall 
Locks factory has been 
bought by 1st Access UK Ltd 
which is also based in the 
town and is investing 
£100,000 in the first expan¬ 
sion phase. 

The firm, set up six years 
ago by Willenhall-born ex 
firefighter Jason Loydon 
and his partner Vikki Lin- 
dop, had a £2 million turn¬ 
over last year and currently 
employs around 25 workers. 

And the pair plan to retain 
features such as old locks, 
light switches and pictures 
to keep the heritage of the 
former factory alive. 

Staffing is anticipated to 
double within five years as 
part of the relocation into 
the bigger former lock firm 
premises between Stringes 
Lane and John Harper 
Street. The site, which had 
been put on the market for 
more than £300,000, was 
bought for an undisclosed 
sum ahead of an auction. 

Willenhall Locks and Keys 
Ltd suddenly fell into 
administration in Septem¬ 
ber, having been a key 
feature in the town since 
opening in the late 1950s. 
Twenty eight jobs were lost 
when the historic firm shut. 

The firm specialises in 
creating roller shutter 
doors, shopfronts and auto¬ 
matic doors from its current 
base in Spring Road. 

The move will see its floor- 
space increase from around 
8,000 sq ft to 31,000 sqft.

IN APRIL 2013, Ofsted graded 
achievement as good, stating: 
“Students do well and make good 
progress during their time at the 
school”. 

In 2012, Joseph Leckie Academy - 
based in Walstead Road West, in 
Walsall - was placed in the top 10 per 
cent of schools nationally for student 
progress with English and maths at the 
end of Key Stage 4, an achievement of 
which we are very proud.

The shows go on 


THEY HAVE survived a world 
war and an arson attack which 
completely gutted their 
theatre, but as the new year 
begins, one amateur dramat¬ 
ics group will be celebrating 
its 75th season. 

Started in 1939, The Oldbury 
Repertory Players, or Oldbury Rep 
as they are better known, are cur¬ 
rently staging their 490th major 
production - Jack And The 
Beanstalk. 

Over the years more than 1,000 dif¬ 
ferent people have graced their stage, 
including three generations of the same 
families. Relationships have also been 
forged within the group, with some 
meeting their spouses on stage. 

One of those to meet their partners at 
the group was Doreen Bastable, aged 85,

who has been chairman of the Rep for 35 
years and a member for 70 years since 
she was 15. 

Mrs Bastable, from Mucklow Hill in 
Halesowen, said: “My husband Daniel 
was a builder, and he helped to make the 
theatre what it is today - he helped to 
reconstruct the building when we 
bought it. We were married in 1959 after 
I met him a couple of years before when 

I was performing. ” 

Mr Bastable was also very involved in 
the reconstruction of the theatre after 
an arson attack destroyed almost every¬ 
thing in the 1972. Mrs Bastable added: 
“That was a blow, but we raised our¬ 
selves from the ashes.” 

The Oldbury Repertory Players were 
formed by the attendees of an elocution 
night class at Oldbury Technical School 
just before the outbreak of the Second 


World War, and started in the Oldbury 
Parish Rooms. 

Their first performance was a self- 
grown stageshow called Tonight At 
7.30, involving various sketches, and 
they continued right through the war. 

“It was a struggle to start with,” Mrs 
Bastable said. “People were being called 
up to the forces or to do shift work, but 
we did survive.” 

As the company continued to grow, it 
purchased the Methodist Chapel and 
School in Spring Street, now Spring 
Walk, in Langley, for £1,700 thanks to 
an interest free loan from the 
company’s then president CT Barlow. 

Over the next few years the chapel 
was converted into a theatre and in 
January 1956 opened as The Barlow 
Playhouse - it is now known as Barlow 
Theatre, and has its own bar and 173- 
seat auditorium. 

The parents of company secretary 
Christopher Smith, 56, were founder 


members of the group, and he also met 
his wife Lisa there. 

His daughters Cassandra and 
Georgina have both performed with the 
group too - Georgina is playing the 
Princess in the latest production. 

He said: “The company gives you a 
comradeship, it’s a friendship - we have 
a great social life with things like quiz 
nights, so it’s not just about rehearsing 
and putting on plays.” 

Company members, which in the past 
have included Old Hill comedienne and 
former Eastenders actress Josie 
Lawrence in their ranks, also build the 
sets, do the lighting, work behind the 
bars and do the marketing. It receives 
no grants, so the only way it makes any 
money is by ‘putting bums on seats’. 

Jack And The Beanstalk takes place 
from January 10 to 18. To buy tickets

Latest case is far from 
elementary for Holmes 


T ake a deep breath Sherlock 
fans and prepare for the end. 
Yes, it’s the final episode of the 
current run, and considering the 
reaction to the last series’ finale, it’s 
anyone’s guess how millions of fans 
will cope. 

There’s a good bet Sherlock 
Holmes (Benedict Cumberbatch) 
won’t be killed off - again, but how 
safe is John Watson (Martin 
Freeman)? 

Has the sleuth finally met his match 
as he clashes with Charles Augustus 
Magnussen (Lars Mikkelsen), aka the 
Napoleon of blackmail? 

He’s a man who knows the 
personal weakness of every person 
of importance in the Western world, 
and Holmes loathes him for his most 
unscrupulous line of criminal 
business. 

As ever, Steven Moffat has penned 
what promises to be a cracking 
instalment, and while we have no 
clue as to whether a fourth series will 
see the light of day, we can but hope 
Moffat and co-creator Mark Gatiss 
work their magic with the many other 


Holmes tales which have yet to be 
given a 21st-century spin. 

Martin Freeman had a great time 
making the new series, especially 
during the first read through. 

“It was good - it had a kind of 
familiarity about it, we had new 
people joining which was lovely,” he 
explains. “Given that it was our third 
time, or fourth including the pilot, it 
just feels nice and familiar. It’s always 
exciting because the scripts are so 
good.” 

Two years after he witnessed his 
best friend’s death, it was inevitable 
John Watson would take time to heal 
before he could move on. 

“His best friend had died horribly in 
front of him, which took a long time 
to get over, but the way that his life 
has moved on is that he has fallen in 
love with Mary,” explains Freeman. 

(Mary is played by Martin’s real-life 
partner Amanda Abbington in case 
you missed their charming 
appearance together on The One 
Show before Christmas). 

“He is leading a functional, normal- 
ish life really which doesn’t have the 


highs and lows of his life with 
Sherlock but is certainly a bit more 
steady. But there is a sadness with 
John which will always be with him 
when you lose someone that you 
love - he is slightly dulled by life.” 

The last series was topped and 
tailed by a couple of standout 
episodes. Some fans think A Scandal 
in Belgravia was the best episode to 
date, while others think The 
Reichenbach Falls takes some 
beating. 

But what is Freeman’s favourite 
episode? 

“I have to say the ones that we 
have just filmed have been brilliant,” 
he enthuses. “Before that, probably 
Reichenbach was my favourite one 
to do because when we read it I was 
really, really excited and I thought the 
finished product was amazing. It was 
one of the best things that I’ve ever 
done and am likely to do for a while.” 

With good support from Gatiss, 

Una Stubbs, Louise Brealey, and 
Rupert Graves, this should either 
leave you amazed, and possibly a bit 
miffed if it’s another cliffhanger.

EcoSport is 
another first 
rate car from 
Ford stable 

IF you’ve been looking for a mini SUV recently 
you may have noticed the absence of Ford 
representation in what’s become a rapidly 
growing market sector. 

The Blue Oval has finally fixed this omission with the 
EcoSport, a car boasting familiar Ford driving and 
design characteristics plus a trio of engines promising to 
be kind on your wallet. 

As befits a market sector focused more on urban 
agility than the ability to climb every mountain, the 
EcoSport is front-wheel drive only. 

Up front you’ve the choice of Ford’s awarding winning 
three-cylinder, 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol motor, a con¬ 
ventional 1.5-litre petrol and frugal 1.5-litre, four-pot 
diesel unit. 

Riding more than a little higher than a Fiesta, the 
EcoSport offers drivers a commanding view of the road. 
Despite its ‘compact’ tag, Ford’s mini SUV’s cabin is sur¬ 
prisingly spacious, and there’s enough room for four 
adults, or more importantly a growing family. 

Bash-proof plastics abound in the cabin, which, while 
coming close to that of a Fiesta or Focus, are the obvious 
sign of the EcoSport’s low-cost roots. 

Still, what you can see and touch is of a good standard, 
and the controls and displays will be familiar to existing 
Ford owners. 

Also pleasing is Ford’s generosity when it comes to 
standard equipment. 

Titanium 

Focusing initially on high-grade Titanium spec, the 
EcoSport lacks very little in real terms thanks to the 
inclusion of keyless ignition, alloy wheels, air-con, 
decent audio and plush upholstery. 

Open your wallet a little wider and you can add 
leather trim, rain sensing wipers, cruise control and 
Ford’s feature rich multimedia system complete with 
mobile phone connectivity. 

Showroom appeal is all very well, fortunately the 
EcoSport also makes a convincing case on the road. 

While not built for outright speed the car boasts a well 
sorted ride and weighty steering, which should instil 
plenty of confidence when on the move. 

Much work has been done by Ford’s engineers to tailor 
the EcoSport to the demands of European roads and its 
drivers. 

The bottom line is that a mini SUV drives much like 
any current small Ford, which is a considerable achieve¬ 
ment and should be enough to give its rivals something 
to think about. 

It’s fair to say that, in 1.0-litre EcoBoost trim, the car 
is best suited to relaxed urban motoring. Brisk perform¬ 
ance is easily achievable but push hard and you’ll soon 
be jealous of the extra torque and smoothness of the 
diesel motor. 

The EcoBoost petrol-powered car might be quicker in 
a straight line but the diesel’s welcome extra slug of 
torque might be a deal-breaker for some. 

The five-speed manual gearshift is slick in both cars, 
while the added flexibility of the diesel allows you to 
stretch the EcoSport’s legs on long journeys. 

Motorway cruising is a doddle plus you’ll need fewer 
downchanges when attacking hilly terrain. 

Other cars might have stolen a march in this market 
sector but Ford’s EcoSport can stand tall, confident it 
has the requisite talents to meet many of its rivals head 
on. 

It might not have been first to market but it’s yet 
another first-rate motor from Ford.
